‘On ‘Apri 24, 1974, Paterno was interviewed by an 
Agent of the Federal Buren of Investigation (PBI) at his 
place of employment, 2701 South Western Avenue, Chicaga, 
Tilinois, Paterno stated he wos born on January 24, 1906, 
in the tewn of VYiesini located in the vesternm part of 
Sicily and came to the U.8, 38 an immigrant in his teen 
years, Paterne stated he then became employed by a large 
supermarket chain in the U.S. and from there atarted his 
own business and subsequently became involved in the wine 
importation business, Paterno stated that he gas not 
always successful but that he was now the largest wine 
importer in the 0.5. and had business interesta in Italy, 
Sicily, Franco, Germany and South America. Paterne stated 
he did not ifimit his wine importation business to Italian 
vines and that he imports oxpensive vinea from ail ever 
the world, In this regard Paterno added that he did not 
sali wine to passenger Ship conpanios and exploined that 
Ship compoinies sell their cugtomers only the chenmpeat vines 
Ryhilable and Ehat he refused to handle euch Lov grade vines.

Paterno explained that because he was the largest 
wine importer in the U.S, that moat businessmen and coppanies 
sooner or later did business with him for that very reason. 
Paterno added that his company is so large that the primary 
source of his business is the resale of wines to other inm- 
port companies. 


Paterno stated he is the exclusive impotter of o 
wine called Sicilian Gold, a wine manufactured in Italy. 


Paterne stated that he is also the largest importer 
of Chianti wines in the U.S. and that gor approximately forty 
years he imported Seva Chianti wine from the Gancia family 
in Florence, Italy, Approximately seven years ago the owner 
informed Paterno that he could no longer provide Paterno 
with the Seva Chianti wines and at this time Paterno offered 
to buy the wine manufacturing company in Florence and subse- 
quently did. Paterno added that this company in Florence 
continues te manufacture the Chianti wine under the old 
family name and that he continues to import this Chianti 
wane, 


Paterno stated that sometime in January or 
February, 1974, the Italian Police raided the plant and 
conducted a saarch of the premises and seized books and 
records. The Police seized a walkie-talkie radio receiver 
transmitter and claimed that it was illegai to be in pos- 
session of such & transmitter. Paterno stated he subge- 
quentiy learned that the Itakian Police were seeking evi- 
dence to link his Italian business with a group of Mafia 
members in Italy who were residing im Italy as displaced 
personnel forced to reside away fren thelr hermes in Sicily 
by order of the Italinn Government. Paterne expinined 
that these gpoups of poople engage in the manufacturing 
of counterfeit wines, sone of which was Chianti and that 
these individuals obtain chenp red wane and with the use 
of sugar referment the wine and increase the volume by 
dilution and sell th os Chianti wine. Paterno stated 
that the books and records seized by the Italian Police 
reflected an entry indicating that approximately two years 
ago his coupany sold or purchased 2,900 gallons of wine 
from the aforementioned group. Paterne stated that this 
business transaction vas done with mo sinister motive in

mind and that he nor his business asseciates evar had 

any intention of doing anything tliegai and had it been 
known that the group were Mafia connected he vould not 
have permitted such a business transaction to take place. 
Paterno explained that he has never dealt with heediuns 
either within the U.S, or abroad and that his entire 

Life has been devoted to the cause of showing that ail 
people of Italian extraction im the U.S. sre no® gangsters 
and memers of the Mafis. Paterno added that his entire life 
has been devoted to aiding Italian businessmen and that he 
is very active in social Italian-American activities which 
include church and clubs. Paterno pointed omt that even 
in Italy there vere certain prejudices against Sicilians 
and he was aware of thie whenever he visited Florence. 


Paterno displayed photographs of himsel? with 
former President of the U.S. Johnson and Mayor of the 
City of Chicago Richard Daley. Paterno emphatically 
atated that he never was and never vould be connected 
in any way or do business with organized crime figures. 


The records of the Chicago Police Department, 
Chicago, Iliinois, and the FBI contain mo record indi- 
cating that Paterno was ever arrested for a criminal of-~ 
fense. 


Informed sources in & position to know if Paterne 
wee engaged in illegal activities and/or if his business 
was under the influence of organized crime members have 
advised that Paterne is nm legitimate and very successful 
businessman.

Anthony de Grazio resides at 3425 West 
Chicago Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, and was born 
on July 10, 1900, in Chicago. On June 7, 1922, 
de Grazio joined the Chicago Police Department and 
was promoted to the rank of lieutenant in 1938. 
His previous employment was that of a pipe-fitter for 
a Chicago gas company. 13 days after becoming 4 
police officer de Grazio was allegedly arrested and 
held for a Grand Jury on a rape charge. However, 
several days later, the charges against de Grazio 
were dismissed and he was returned to active duty as . 
a police officer. 


On February 27, 1953, the Chicago Police 
Department conducted a gambling raid at the premises 
located at 539 North Race, Chicago, Illinois, where 
an illegal gambling business was being conducted. 

Many items of evidence were destroyed while the 

police were attempting to break down a barricaded 
door. Lieutenant de Grazio was located inside the 
premises in the presence of several gamblers and was 
unsuccessful in his attempts to intimidate the raiding 
police officers, However, de Grazio was not charged. 


In October, 1959, de Grazio and Anthony J. 
Accardo vacationed in Europe together, Accardo was 
then considered one of the top organized crime figures 
in the state of Illinois. As a result of newspaper 
publicity exposing this trip, an administrative hearing 
was held by the Chicago Police Department and Lieutenant 
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ANTHONY R, DE GRAZIO, aka 
Tony de Grazio,

de Grazio was permanently dismissed from active 

duty as a police officer. At the hearing, de Grazio 
explained that he and Accardo grew up together in 
Chicago, Illinois, and that both of their parents 
had been good friends.
